LONDON,#May 7—While influential 
labor quarters are gradually hinting 
at possible settlement of the strike 
crisis early bext weak, the deadlock 
on the surface continues 
J. H. Thomas is looked to as the 
man who, in the main, holds the bal­ 
a r e between peace or continuance of 
the struggle. Thomas, who heads the 
railway men’s union is the man of 
power in the labor ranks, as he alwayB 
hag been in an emergency of this 
sort. 
He was in conference with Premier 
Baldwin late last night. The nature of 
their talk was not divulged but It is 
known in well informed quarters that 
the situation is being reviewed with 
the purpose of seising any legitimate 
chance to end the deadlock. 
Meanwhile the British labor chiefs 
are receiving encouragement 
from 
abroad and financial assistance 
is 
promised. A more significant step 
has been taken by the Danish trade 
unions, which have given notice that 
they will strike in sympathy with the 
British workers.

A. J. Cook, the British 
miners’ 
chief and Frank Hodges, who heads 
the miners international federation, 
are flying to Ostend, Belgium, tomor­ 
row to seek the support of the inter­ 
national miners’ conference there.

The ordinance wa3 slightly amend­ 
ed, the provision for exclusive rights 
for an abattoir being eliminated. 
A meat ordinance now is before a 
committee of the Albany council and 
probably Will be brought up for con­ 
sideration at a meeting tonight. 
Adoption of a meat ordinance in the 
two cities has 4>een requested by the 
health authorities and a Pulaski man 
stands ready to erect an. abattoir here 
when these regulations are passed. 
The plan of the Pulaski man also 
is to establish a packing plant here, 
he stated, with the view of,slaughter­ 
ing here the cattle accumulated from 
a wide territory and marketing, under 
his trade name, sausage and other 
meats for the wholesale trade. 
The meat ordinance would provide 
for the inspection of all meat, offer­ 
ed for sale here, before and 
after 
slaughter and for rigid regulation of 
the slaughter itself.
